Plans to transfer the huge 

DC-8 Jetliner pod and pylon 
assembly project from San 
Diego to Torrance was can­ 
celed this week when addition­ 
al land was available near its 
San Diego facilities, officials of 
Ryan Aeronautical announced 
yesterday.

Approximately 600 Ryan 
employes are engaged In the 
Jetliner project, and the move 
would have involved disloca­ 
tion and transfer of numerous 
employes and their families, 

! r|ficials said. It is anticipated 
;7iat up to 1000 employes may 
goon be assigned to this one 
project.

The Torrance plant is pres­ 
ently geared to quantity pro­ 
duction of the nation's leading 
remote-controled jet target 
drone, the Firebee, which is 
being supplied to the Air 
Force, the Navy, and the Cana­ 
dian Air Force.
